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INTRODUCTION 


This book presents for young people a collection of songs and choruses which are 
beautiful and at the same time remarkably free from technical difficulties. It is suitable 
for use in the highest elementary grades or in the high school. It is an easy book 
for mixed schools where the adolescent voice needs special consideration. It therefore 
contains not only a wealth of good music by which to foster artistic growth and to 
develop adequate musical expression, but also music in which the boys’ parts are easy 
and limited in compass and range. 

It is designed to accompany the New Educational Music Course and may follow the 
Intermediate Song Reader. In order that its purpose may be more readily understood, 
a brief, comprehensive view of the Course is here given. 


THE AIM OF THE NEW EDUCATIONAL MUSIC COURSE 


The aim of this Course is to develop in the pupil an intelligent appreciation and 
enjoyment of good music, a musical and expressive voice, the ability to read music at 
sight, and the power of musical interpretation. 

To inspire love of good music. To appreciate the power and beauty of music, the 
pupil must become familiar with well-written music of various kinds in selections that 
shall be interesting from his ‘own point of view as well as admirable from that of the 
critical musician. By familiar association with such music and wisely directed study of 
it the pupil’s taste is cultivated and a love of good music is fostered. With this in view 
the Course provides a great variety of selections culled from the best available sources. 

To develop a musical voice. The proper treatment of the youthful voice is of great 
importance, and has received the utmost attention in these books. No elaborate scheme 
of voice culture is desirable or practicable in the elementary schools; but, beginning 
with the cultivation of the head-tone quality of the child voice through the descending 
scale, the few simple vital principles which induce breath control, proper tone direction, 
voice quality, and enunciation are presented in songs and underlie the material of the 
entire Course. 

In each grade all selections are so placed in pitch and range as to conserve and 
foster the pupil’s voice at that stage of his development. The aim is to establish early 
and thoroughly a correct use of the voice, in order that the vocal poise shall not be 
lost when the attention is given to the intellectual demands of sight singing. 

To teach sight singing. Sight singing is the process of determining by an act of 
reasoning the meaning of signs in musical notation, and singing accordingly. When 
rightly taught, it furnishes the very essence of intellectual training and deserves to 
rank with any other disciplinary study. 

In sight singing, deductions are made conjointly in rhythm:and melody. Various in- 
tervals in melodic order, the beat, accent, tones of different duration, measure, rhythm, 
intermediate tones, and the minor mode — in a word, all musical effects should be 
experienced before they are represented. 
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An abundance of attractive song material is given for reading. New problems are pre- 
sented one at a time, graded in difficulty, and thus gradual mental progress is assured. 

It must be borne in mind that valuable as sight singing is as a disciplinary study, 
it is, nevertheless, only a means to the use of music as a cultural study, and to that 
awakening of the esthetic faculties which is manifested in musical interpretation. 

To induce musical interpretation. Musical interpretation is the discovery and expres- 
sion of the significance and beauty of musical ideas, and it therefore demands the use 
of material in which there are beauty and meaning to be expressed. This indispensable 
condition has been abundantly satisfied in the character of the music selected for this 
Course. Furthermore, aids to interpretation are provided not only in the marks of ex- 
pression — dynamic and tempo signs, phrase and breath marks — but also in the great 
care with which the relation of words and music has been considered. 

The character of the poem is always a key to the spirit of the music, and a thoughe 
ful study of the verse as to accent, rhyme, phrasing, and the development of climax 
will reveal the rhythmical form and melodic structure of the music. The poems have 
been selected with quite as much care as the music, to make sure of intrinsic worth, 
interest, and beauty from the pupil’s standpoint as well as from the literary point of 
view. In all cases a right and beautiful interpretation of the spirit and content of the 
words helps to the understanding and expression of the music, 


THE MATERIAL OF THE COURSE 


A distinguishing feature. A distinguishing feature of the material throughout the 
Course is that each number illustrates some well-known characteristic of music, racial 
or individual, and contains that vital quality called weusical content, which appeals to 
the inexperienced learner as well as to the trained musician. 

Basis of choice. Aside from the elements in notation of music, which are noted as 
they occur in the Course, there has been in the choice of material a constant recogni- 
tion of the ideal development of the pupil. This includes the physical development re- 
sulting from deep breathing, the intellectual development involved in a systematic study 
of the subject, and development of character which comes from familiarity with good 
music. , 

In the Junior Song and Chorus Book the musical selections are symbolic of the 
varied moods and activities of youth. Opportunity for spontaneous expression will be 
found in songs of triumph, happiness, play, joy, peace, plaintiveness, devotion, rhythmic 
fancy, gayety, pathos, exhilaration, meditation, and so on. 

In Part II there are occasionally introduced small notes an octave above the bass 
part. There are schools where the boys’ voices have not changed sufficiently to enable 
them to sing the bass part, and these notes have been introduced so that all the songs” 
may be available under all conditions and that boys whose voices have not yet changed 
may have experience in reading from the bass staff. ; 

Grateful acknowledgment is made to Miss Helen S. Leavitt for valuable service in 
arranging many of the selections so that they are suitable for pupils of this period and 
yet lose none of their musical and harmonic content.

VOCAL 


SONG: a melody or tune united with lyric or 
narrative verse isa Song. For example, see page 5, 
* Love Your Neighbor.” 


Folk Song: a song that has originated among 
the people and has been extensively used by them 
is called a Folk Song. It is often based on a 
legendary or historical event or on some incident 
of common life. A song written in imitation of 
these simple and artless songs is also called a Folk 
Song. For example of a Folk Song, see page 79, 
All Through the Night.” 

Folk Songs are of many nationalities and show 
strong racial characteristics. The following are

Popular Song: a song which is in vogue among 


-all classes and yet compared with a Folk Song is 


of more recent origin may be called a Popular 


Song. While in many instances the distinction 


between a Folk Song and a Popular Song may be 
slight, yet as a general thing the Popular Song is 
a little more elaborate than the Folk Song. For 
example, see page 206, “Sweet and Low,” by 
Barnby. 

Strophe Song: a song in which all stanzas are 
sung to the same music is a Strophe Song. For 
example, see page 175, “O Sea, How Fair Art 
Thou.” » 


Ballad: a simple song in strophe form which is 
descriptive or tells a story is a Ballad. For example, 
see page 156, “ On Venice Waters.” 


National or Patriotic Song: a song identified 
with the history of a nation either by sentiment or 
by long use is a National Song. For example, see 
page 239, ‘‘ America.” 

College Song: a song which for a long time has 
been in general use by college students is a College 
Song. For example, see page 208, ‘‘ There ’s Music 
in the Air.” 


Song for Unison Chorus: any song in which all 
voices sing the melody, either in unison or an 
octave apart, may be called a Song for Unison 
Chorus. For example, see page 1, “ March of 
Triumph.” 

Art Song: a song in which each verse of the 
poem has an appropriate musical setting, or, in 
other words, a song in which the music reflects and 
interprets the meaning of the poem throughout 
and does not repeat with each stanza is an Art 
Song. Furthermore, it is a song which is the 
product of cultivated musical taste and inspiration. 
For example, see page 162, ‘““To the Hermit 
Thrush,” by Tosti. 


CONCERTED MUSIC: music in which several 
parts are sung (or played) harmoniously at the same 
time is called Concerted Music. For example, see 
page 154, “ Hymn of Freedom,” by Donizetti. 


Two-part Song: a two-part musical composition 
in which the second part is merely a supporting 
accompaniment is a Two-part Song. For example, 
see page 20, ** Long Live Valor,” by Donizetti. 


Trio: a three-part composition is a trio, For 
example, see page 34, ‘ Rest,” by Abt. 

Quartet: a four-part composition is a quartet. 
For example, see page 198, ‘““ The Bugle Song,” 
by Henry Hadley. 

Part Song : a composition of three or more parts 
in which the lower parts serve merely as an 
accompaniment is a Part Song. For example, see 
page 172, ‘* What Have We Done To-Day,” by 
Arthur Targett. 

Hymn: a short part song expressing devotion 
or praise is a Hymn, For example, see page 223, 
* Alford.” 
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Part Song Chorus: a part song with more than 
one voice on each part may be called a Part Song 
Chorus. 


OPERA: a versified drama, or play, set to music 
for voices and instruments is an Opera. Any part 
of the music of an Opera may be called operatic 
music. For example, see page 127, ‘ Chorus of 
Pilgrims,” from the opera ‘t I] Lombardi,” by Verdi. 


Grand Opera: a serious opera in which there 
is no spoken dialogue is a Grand Opera. For 
an example of an excerpt from Grand Opera see 
page 100, “*O What Joy,” from the Grand Opera 
“ Faust,” by Gounod. 


INSTRUMENTAL 


Song Form: an instrumental melody in slow 
tempo or a short cycle of such melodies may be 
called Song Form. For example, see page 56, 
*“Watchman’s Song,” by Grieg. 


Theme: a musical period or a melody used as 
a subject, like the text of a discourse, is a Theme. 
For example, see page 3, “Slumber Song,” by 
Schumann. 

Minuet or Dance Form: a stately and graceful 
form in three-quarter measure, consisting of a 
first theme, a second theme, and the first theme 
restated, is a Minuet. For example, see page 145, 
** The Garden by the Sea,” a minuet by Beethoven. 

Sonata: the most important instrumental form 
is the Sonata. It is distinguished by being a com- 
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plete musical whole in several separate parts or 
““movements,” which are in various related keys, 
The Sonata is thus like a story with various 
chapters. The close thread of connection is often 
shown most strikingly by the very contrast of these 
movements. 


The Sonata has usually four movements which 
really express four moods. These moods may be 
typified roughly thus: Aspiration, Meditation, 
Humor, Triumph. 

Music for two or more solo instruments, usu- 
ally written in the form of a Sonata, is called 
Chamber Music. For example of an excerpt from 
Chamber Music, see page 184, ‘‘ Spirit of Peace,” 
by Beethoven. 


Concerto: a composition for a solo instrument 
with full orchestra, based in form upon the sonata, 
is called a Concerto. For example of an excerpt 
from Concerto music, see page 120, “On the 
Mountain,” by Mendelssohn. 


Waltz: a moderately slow dance form in three- 
quarter measure is a Waltz. For example, see 
page 10, “ Fairy Revels,” by Johnstone. 


Schottische: a moderately slow dance form in 
four-quarter measure is a Schottische. For example, 
see page 41, “A Folk Dance,” by Gabriel Marie. 

March: a composition of strongly marked 
rhythm, designed for timing the steps of a body 
of persons in marching, is a March. For example, 
see page 54, ‘‘A Match Game,” by S. Hoffer.
